IN UNITED STATES 
New York, Oct. 4.—The Anzlo 
French §$500,000,000 bond issue 
has been over-subscribed. It is 
possiile that when ‘he under 
writers’ books are closed at 10 
o’clock tomorrow mori ny it will 


be found that 480,000,000 more 
than needed has been spoken for. 
Notwithstandi many previous 
reports that the big issue had 
been over-subscrited, the total 
pledges up to Saturday night 
totalied less than $500,000,000. 
Todgay’s totals placed the sum 
subscribed in excess of the a- 
mount of the loan. 

Both John D. Rockfeller and 
William Rockfeller have  sub- 
scribed, the former, it is report- 
ed for $10,000,000, the latter 
for a sum believed to be less, but 
not disclosed. Another sufbscrib- 
er, it was reported tonight, was 
Sir Ernest Cassell, former privy 
counsellor and _ financial adciace 
to the late King Edward VIT. of 
England. Sir Ernest takes $5,- 
000,000 worth of the bonds, pay- 
ing therefore with money which 
had, previously been and is now 
on deposit in this country. 

Among the half-dozen or more 
men who have subscrived for 
$1,000,000, rumor placed today 
the mames of John Willys. »suto- 
mobile manufacturer; Harry 
Payne Whitney, and William 
Boyce ‘Thompson, of this city.

| History of the Tomato 


}

Believed to be a Native of Peru and 
Cultivated Centuries Before 
Time of Columbus 
For the tomato, the world is-in 
debted to Peru, according to an art 
icle contributed by Edward Albes to 
the current number of the Bulletin 

of the Pan American Union. 

The name “tomato” seems to be of 
Aztec origin, given as tomatl by some 
authorities and as xitemate by. others, 
and still persists in some few of the 
older Mexican town names, such As 
Tomatlan, Tomatepec, etc., but the 
general consensus of opinion among 
botanists seems to be that the plant 
and its culture for edible purposes or 
iginated in Peru, whence it spread to 
other sections of the Americas. It is 


| certain, at any rate, that it was known 


and cultivated for its fruit centuries 
before the Columbian discovery. 

That the individual tomato was 
known to some of the European botan- 
ists over 360 years ago is evidenced by 
the fact that two large varieties were 
described by Matthfolus as’ early as 
1554, but for many years it was only 
in Southern Europe that tho value of 
the fruit for use in soups and as a sal- 
ad was recognized. It was quite gen- 
erally used in Spain and Italy during 
the seventeenth century, but in Eng- 
land and in Northern Europe gener- 
ally the plant was grown only in bo- 
tanical gardens as a curiosity and for 
ornamental purposes. It was seldom 
eaten, being commonly regarded as 
unhealthy and even poisonous. This 
belief probably arose because of the 
close resemblance of the plant to its 
allied relative the nightshade, or bella- 
donna, and had, of course, no founda- 
tion in fact. It was not until the early 
part of the nineteenth century that 
the tomato came into general use 8 
a food in Northern Europe and Amer- 
ica. Since about 1835, however, the 
use and cultivation of the vegetable 
has grown to such an extent that it 
has now become one of the most im- 
portant of ovr garden crops. 

When a successful process of can- 
ning the fruit was evolved the tomato 
in. ustry at once assumed large pro- 
portions. It was found that for all 
cooking purpo es the canned fruit was 
ag good ag that fresh from the vine, 


and as a result the tomato has be- 
come a staple food the year round, 
and millions of dollars are now in- 
vested in canning factories in Canada 
and the United States whose chief 


output consists of tomatoes.

Canada in past years has imported 
|more poultry and more eggs than she 
|has exported. Yet Ler production has 
materially increased, but it has failed 
;to keep pace with the consumption. 
In twenty years the egg production 
developed from 64,499,241 dozen to 
123,071,034 dozen, but the consum > 
j tion increased from 11.8 per capita to 
17.39. That is to say the individual 
fondness for eggs lad increased over 
fifty per cent. The population grew 
in those twenty years, or from 1891 
to 1911, according to the census, from 


| 4,833,239 to 7,204,838, an increase of 
| 2,371,699, and the egg pro¢uction 
amounted up  58,571,/93 dozen. In 
| spite of this fact, and although the ex- 
|ports fell about to zero, 2,378,640 
dozeu had to be imported. In the 


same'time the number of poultry in 
Canada grew from 12,696,701 to 29,- 
548,723. Here again, although the 
increase was close upon sixteen mil- 
lion, the imports exceeded the ex- 
ports in value to the amount of $111,- 
696. 

Last year, the excess of imports of 
eggs over exports reached the virtu- 


ported $406,366, a difference of $199,- 
996. These figures, striking as they 
are, are almost impossible as they

Horns vs. Profitable Gains 


Dehorning a Practice That May Save 
Many Dollars to Stookmer 

Horns on cattle are becoming un. 
popular. This statement applies 
chiefly to the feeder kind that prob- 
ably will be run together in lots of 
three or four to a carload in size 
Horns, originally, served a purpose, 
but that necessity for protection has 
long since passed away, and instead ot 
being useful, horns on cattle are now 
4 nuisance of thé worst kind. De- 
norn:ng is a practice that may save 
many dollars to stockmen, and who 
is there that doés not need to ecen- 
omize in the industry today in order 
to return the profits that satisfy” 
tenerally stockmen like to run their 
feeder steers loose in a large box stall 
c- yard, and that is whera the horns 
are put to a use that decreases gains, 
and furthermore, when a man's eyes 
and face are in danger the argument; 
for dehorning stand indisputable. 

The process at the start is simple in- 
deed. It has been explained time and 
time again, yet during this spring we 
have noticed many calves that have 
been allowed to start horns which 
must result in nothing less than ob- 
stacles to their profitable finishing and 
that of their mates. A stick of éaustic 
potash moistened and rubbed on the 
buttons some time before the calves 
are three weeks old will prevent their 
growth, and help to bring about a 
polled animals. The feeder prefers the 
anir_als without horns; they fed bet- 
ter, they ship better, and they reach 
the slaughter house in better shape. 
This is enough to warrant the raiser 
of beef cattle making liberal use of 
the caustic potash.—Advocate.

THE GERMANS IN CANADA 


Six hundred thousand German 
Canadians are under guard, sus- 
picton,, or espionage in the Do- 
mimion, says the New York 
World. Asan official announce- 
ment, made at Ottawa, gives the 
German-Canadian population (of 
German birth) as 39,577,, it is 
difficult to see how there can be 
600,000 of them under surveil- 
lance. Even if the Austrians and 
Hungarians were included, t he 
total would only be 160,000. Kut 
if the World’s statistics are er 
roneous, its conclusions are in- 


teresting. It says editorially : 
"In view of Canadian methods, 
the Gernvwan-Americans who plot 


to defeat | or embarrass Ameri 
can industry or diplomacy. have 
reason to congratulate them 
selve: that they ‘are not under 
Canadian rule.”’ 

It is not the case ¢:hat German 
Canadians are closely watched, 
or that a large number of them 
are held in detention camps. Pos- 
stbly 5,000 of the enemy-born, 
Austrians, @lungarians, and Ger- 
mans, are gathered in the con- 
centration camps, ‘but the great 
majority of them are allowed to 
attend to their own affairs pro 
viding they do not thrust sedi 
tious sentiments on the commun- 
ity.

We have reason to be 
gratified ; but there should be no 
surprise. [ mean there should be 
no surprise among people who 
have taken the trouble to ac- 
quaint themselves with the vast 
financial resources of the British 
empire. These resources are in- 
calculable. Jhey are so great 
that we could indulge in the lux- 
ury of a thousand million pounds 
a year war for -several years 
without breaking ourselves ; al- 
ways, of course, provided that 
thegpeople of the empire agreed 
to tt: war police ,a that cur 
effective manhood held out both 
for destructive and productive 
purposes. You cannot carry ona 
war without both men to fight 
and men to supply the fizhters 
with munitions, transport, and 
all the other necessities of war, 
and the fighters and'non-fighters 
with food, clothing, :and the 
necessities of life. 

It follows, therefore, that so 
long as our productive energies 
carn, keep pace with our destruc- 
tive energies the war might be 
carried on indefinitely. This im- 
portant fact is not yet fully re- 
alized. Many of us have yet to 
learn that the progress of this 
war is not determinable by at- 
tacks, and retreats, charges, sor- 
ties, or captures. (Such things 
are not out of date, but they are 
of secondary importance. The 
determiming factors in the yreat 
war are time and money. 

it would have-teen better if 
we could have prevented the Ger- 
man invasion of Belgium, France 
and Russia. There are many 
reasons why it would have Leen 
better ; but those reasons have 
no very great bearing upon the 
ultimate outcome of the struggle. 
If Germany could use the terri- 
tories invaded for the. production 
of time, it would be a very dif- 
ferent thing ; but the temporary 
occupation of Belgium, and parts 
of France and- Russia, has re- 
sulted in loss of time. By -the 
grim irony of war Germany has 
crippled herself by every advance 
which has, not resulted in a, de- 
cisive victory. Her victories are 
in the nature of defeats. A de- 
cisive victory in this war has 
nothing whatever, to do with the 
fall of capital cittes or  fort- 
reses. Such events, looked at 
from the point of view of the 
ultimate aim of the war, are 
largely spectacular. 

‘The destruction of an army 
would be a decisive victory; and 


it must be remembered that an 
army is not destroyed until it is 
no longer possible.to add to its 


fighting strength. Germany has 
had ng such victory. For nearly 
twelve months she has striven 
with mighty and brilliant effort, 
and great heroism to accomplish 
this necessary military act. She 
has failed utterly. She has not 
even destroyed the Belypian army 
—the smallest army of those op 
posing her. 


At the same time the Allies 
have not destroyed the German 
or the Austrian armies. They 
may never do so in battle. The 
whole trend of the war would 
see— to indicate that that ha‘s 


never been their intention. Ger-

Bhowmen in England in the Old Days | |Y 


Were the Fathers of Fakirs 


The first great fair to be held an 
ually in England was the Bartholo 
mew Fair in tondon, which was 


founded in the middle of the twelfth 
century and was finally abolished six 
ty years ago. This fair, held annually 
on St. Bartholomew's Day. the twenty 
fourth of August, was the forerunner 
of all those cheap and guady amuse 
Ment resorts which now flourish in 
America as well as England. The 
showmen of Bartholomew Fair were 
the fathers of fakirs. Originally start 
ed under religious auspices, and de 
signed for the exchange of goods, 
Bartholomew Fair soon developed into 
a pleasure fair, impure and simple 
Minstrels, jesters, performances by 
monkeys and other “outlandish 
beasts,”” and wrestling matches were 
originally the amusement features, 
but later the fair assumed the appear 
ance of a crude Coney Island The 
period of the fair was extended to 
fourteen days. There were row upon 
row of crude booths, with — brilliant 
signs in front, depicting the wonders 
to be seen within, while “spielers”’ 
howled through megaphones just as 
they do at similar fairs today. [Learn

‘Tam wu a rifle that has been 
shot over 10,000 times, and it could be 
sold today as a new gun, because I 
have taken care of it and never, un- 
der any circumstances, put it away 
‘soiled,’ says KB. P. Thomas of More- 
house, Missouri, writing on the sub- 
ject of “Care of Firearms.” 

“When learning how to handle a gun 
I often wishéd,” continued Mr 
Thomas, “for a word of advice from 
some experienced person. I burned 
pounds of pewder in the old muzzle 
loaders before I learned my lesson; 
therefore, 1 feel that when we have 
something good we should pass it 
along 

“Briefly, then, my experience tells 
mc that first you should own a good 
standard arm In shooting practice, 
use small objects to shoot at and train 
your nerves to be steady from the 
beginning 

“Acquire the habit of pressing (not 
pulling) the trigger and try to fire as 
s00n as you have the proper aim. 
“Always grip a gun of any kind firm. 
but not too tightly. If the grip is 
too tight the tendency is to tremble. 
Don't hurry, be careful and deliberate 


Do not expect to hit the mark every 
time. You cannot do it Be patient, 
but optimiatic. Try, try and then 
some more Speed will come with 
practice.

The result is that 
when sheep have to be hauled their 
legs are often tied and they are tum- 
bled into a wagon or sleigh and jolted 


along to their destination. Sheep 
should travel free even when being 
hauled. A wagon to haul’ sheep 


should have slatted sides high enough 
to prevent them jumping out on 
boards placed on top to form a cover. 
Loading should be done by two per- 
sons, ane On each side of the animal, 
The left hand of one is grasped by 
the right of the other beneath the 
chest ofehe sheep preferably between 
the fore jegs. The other pair of hands 
are similarly grasped beneath the 
shanks In this position the sheep 
is easily raised and loaded without 
plunging or injury.

“LET MOONEY DO IT” 


Automatic Rifles 


Invented by Winnipeg Russian and 
Fires Fifteen Shots in Few 
Seconds 
An ingenious attachment which will 
change the ordinary rifle, at a cost of 
$1.25, into a rapid firearm, firing 15 
shots in as nfiny seconds, has been 
brought to the attention of the militia 
authorities by a Russian inventor 
from Winnipeg, named K. Shendreeck, 
who was formerly a gunsmith in his 

own country. 

The attachments’ consist of a clip 
to be attached in the usual place be 
low the barrel and a_ hand-grip by 
which the shells may be projected for- 
ward and ejected when fired without 
drawing the gun from the shoulder, 
the trigger finger of the right hand 
not being withdrawn until the clip is 
empty. For repelling a rush the at- 
tachment would be very useful, and 
the rifle under ordinary conditions 
could be used as at present.

ONLY 57 MILES FROM GERMAN FRONT TO DOVER 


Would Rather be in Calais than Paris, for once there the Invasion 
of England tvould be a Possibility, but Their Chances of 
Penetrating Solid Defence are Very Small 


Only fifty-seven mites separate the 


German army on the western frontier 


from Dover, and that army would 
rather be in Calais than in Paris, for 
ence there the invasion of Engiand 
would become a possibility. Whether 
i could suéceed nobody can tell. 
tainly it would be attempted. It is on 
this account that from Dunkerque to 
Calais, a distance of some nineteen 
miles and a half, 
solid British army. It is by no meansa 
front; it is a solid mass of troops and 
fortifications and big guns, one flank 
resting on the sea, the other upon the 
French army tothe south. It is gener- 
ally understood that if the Austro-Ger- 
man armies can dispose of the Rus- 
sians, can force them back into a posi- 
tion where they can be held by a much 
amaller force than is now pressing 
against them, the German plan to de- 
tach every man they can spare to 
make one last desperate effort to hack 
their way through the British forces 
that stand on their way to Calais. 
Before the war b2gan it was not sup- 
posed that any invasion of England 
would be possible until the British 
mavy had been destroyed, and since 
the British navy is the largest in the 
world, the possibility of it being put 
out of action was hardly considered. 
It has been learned, however, since 
the beginning of the war that Ger- 
many has guns capable of hurling a 
ton of metal a distance of perhaps 26 
miles. In other words, Germany hasa 


gun that can drop a shell from Calais | 


to Dover, and some miles beyond. 
How many of these guns Germany has 
nobody but the German authorities 
know, but if she can make one she 
ean probably make a score, and when 
one contemplat:s a battery of twenty 
of these guns firmly placed at Calais, 
and not only dropping shells into 
Dover, but commanding the English 
Channel, the immense importance to 
either side of holding Calais becomes 
apparent. 

The prospect of a gun hitting a ship 
twenty odd miles ak 
pear great until one understands how 
the range is obtained. By means of 
floating buoys the range may be as 
precisely obtained as though the tar- 
get was on land. Control of the 
Channel having been secured long 
enough for the Germans to set out 
their buoys, and destroy the mines 
that now protect it, other mines could 
be sown, and guarded by a submarine 
patrol and shielded by the huge guns, 
which, so far as we know, outrange by 
Beveral miles the most powerful naval

Unless these mine fields could be 
cloared\Naway the big German guns 
would be useless, but mine fields can 
be cleared, as hag peen proved by the 
operations in the Dardanelles.

This 
may be done either by towing the 
counter mines over the mine fields, 
and exploding them by wires leading 
from the towing boats, or it may be 
done by naval guns dropping high ex-

some eighty square miles, it will be

The big guns mount- 
led at Calais and the Channel cleared 
of mines, the Germans wuold then 
sow mines of their own, and on the 
inside of this narrow lane they could 
operate their submarines. The peril 
of warships entering the mined area, 
in range of the Calaig guns, the mine3 
themselves and the gubmarines would 
be great.

Hiowever, Germany wil] have to win 
(a greater victory than she has yet 
achieved in this war before she can 
get to Calais, and once established in 
Calais she will have to face attacks 
from both land and sea before she can 
get her big guns in position. Having 
jthe gups mounted there, commanding 
,;no* English Channel, put a very nar- 
|row strip of it, Wer mine destroyers 
and mine layers will have to face Brit- 
ish ships operating on the outskirts 
of the lane, out of range of the big 
guns, and yet with the mine Jayers in 
their range. Moreover, as she pro- 
|ceeds with her task of cleamng the 
Channel her shins will come into 
range of the British guns at Dover, 
as well as the guns of the’ British 
ships near by. Finally, before any

Over 60,000,000 
francs’ worth of non-manufactured 
goods have been “removed” without 
even a pretesce at payment. Even 
ohildren's toys have been forcibly 
seized from the factories and convey- 
ed into Germrny. All these seizures 
have been verified by the commission 
of inquiry, and Berlin newspaper ad 
vertisements announcing large “im 
portations” of Belgian stock for auc 
tion, accompany the report.

The primary intention of the found- 
er of the ed Cross was to give the 
wounded lying on the battlefields im- 
mediate attention. 

The Red Cross now aims not only to 
succor the wounded in the actual fir- 
ing zone but alse to nurse them back 
te complete health in base and con- 
valescent hospitais. lt has further ex- 
tended its scope to include prisoners 
of war, and it is now beginning to see 
that all misery occasioned by the war, 
even in its most ultimate effects is a 
proper object of Red Cross activity. 

The war executive of the’ British 
Red Cross has lately decided that the 
care of those totally incapacitated by 
the war is work that properly de- 
volves on the Red Cross, provided 
that the funds permit. It is thus evi- 
dent that though armies may disband, 
the Red Cross never can disband. It 
has become one of the most funda- 
mental institutions of modern civiliza- 
tion. Its success and prosperity are 
the supreme test of our humanitarian- 
ism. The state of the Red Cross treas- 
ury is a decisive index of our capacity 
for universal sympathy, 

The immense task which confronts 
the Red Cross should = stimulate the 
public to endow this worthy society 
in a permanent way.

“Such actions as that of May 9, 
where several brigades lost nearly 
Lalf their number in endeavoring ta 
rush over the 300 yards which separat- 
ed us from the German trenches, must 
make it clear that it is absolutely im- 
pussible for unprotected troops to 
pass over a zone which is swept by 


maehine guns. Theretore you must 
either forevei abandon suc attacks 
or you must find artificial protection 


for the men. 

“It has always seemed extraordin- 
ary to the writer that the innumerable 
cases where a Bible, a cigarett® case, 
a watch, or some other c? ance art- 
icle has saved a man's lifé have not 
set us scheming so as to do sysrtemati- 
cally what has so often been the re- 
cult of a happy chance. 

“As a man faces a hostil. rifle his 
forehead and his heart are the only 
points presented which are certainly 
vital. The former would be protected 
by such a he!met as the French have 
now evolvel. Tle second should be 
covered by a curved plate of highlz 
tempered steel, which need not be 
more than a foot in diameter. With 
this simple and light equipment the 
two centres of life are safe. 

“With these precautions the death 
rate should be greatly reduced from 
rifle and machine-gun fire as also from 
shrapnel. Nothing, of course, will 
avail against a direct shell burst, but 
g-anting that the individual life would 
be saved this Coes not bear upon the 
capture of a position, since so many 
would fall wounded that the weight 
of the attack would be spent before 
the stormers react.ed the trenches. 

“For this armor which will give 
complete protection is needed, and 
since, as your correspondents havc 
shown, the weight of this is more than 
a Man can readity carry, it must be 
pushed in front upon wheels.”

Digging Up Bur-ed Cities 


Excavating in Far East Reveal Cities 
Buried For Centuries 

Dr. I’rederick Bliss, dean of Roch- 
ester University, is to return to his 
former work of excavation and explor- 
ation in Palestine. Being asked how 
he would proceed there to find a prom 
ising site for excavation, Dr. Bliss 
said: 

“Seattered through the lands of the 
near east are countless mounds that 
the casual traveller would find hard to 
distinguish from ordinary hills of na- 
ture. On many of these there is no 
vestige of buildings, while their sum- 
mits yield crops of wheat, barley, etc 
But there often is something in their 
shape—a flat top with a distinct angle 
at the sides—-which arrests the atten- 
tion of the trained archeologist. If he 
happens to ride by such a mound after 
the crop is reaped he may verify his 
suspicion that it is artificial by dis- 
mounting and examining the surfac >. 
He is sure to find the top strewn with 
fragments of pottery. S »* 

“Perchance some hole has already 
been made in the side. Examining this 
he will find further signs of the hand 
of man—a pit of a wall, fragments of 
a knife or a spearhead, more pottery, 
perhaps a coin. By sinking shafts or 
pits here and there from the summit 
he can gauge the amount of rubbish 
or artificial accumulation. his may 
range from five to sixty feet or more, 
and, together with the objects found, 
may furnish a clue to the length of 
time that man has actually occupied 


|the place.”

U. S. Trade With Allies 


$76,000,000 Worth of Horses 

Mules Exported 
_ America threw into the war hopper 
in Europe in the fiscal year ended 
June 30 horses to the value of $64,- 
046,534 and mules to the value of $12,- 
725,143. These went for the most 
part to the armies of Great Britain, 
France, Belgium and Italy, and were 
purchased by agents of these govern- 
ments in all sections of the United 
States and shipped chiefly from New 
York City, Newport News, Norfolk, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and New Or- 
leans. 

These figures stand out prominently 
in the full tabulation of imports and 
exports for the United States for the 
fiscal year, and were annouorced by 
the bureau of foreign and domestic 


and 


commerce. The total imports are 
shown to be $1,674,169,740, approxi- 
nately $219,000 000 less than last 
year; the total exports are given us 


$2,768,489,540, about $400,000,000 more 
than last year 

One of the marked points of the 
tabulation is the fact that the exporta- 
tions to Germany for the year ¢mount- 
ed to $28,863,354, whereas, a year ago 
they amounted to $344,794,276. Aus-
